P,  “fetalov  recounted.  "There  were  hot  ehough  instructors.'  Some'  ' 
of  the  instructorebi.lei^  not  properly  qualified,  '"e  conducted  a 
checI.:-Up  of  the  bacl<gr bunds  of  the  instruetbrs  'who  had  been  trained 
earlier.  It  turned  out  that  'a'  part  of  them  had'  to  be  replaced,  ' 
Future  ■training  leaders  'were  called  together  in  a  seminar  for  a 
24-hbUr' program,  ■  Aftenvards,  they 'were  assigned  to  the  shops  and 
departi-ients,"  •  ■  ^  t .

ihe  director  of  the  enterprise  is  interested  daily  in  the 
progress  of  P'FO  training.  On  one  occasion  it  became  known  that 
disruptions  in  training' were  occurring  in  some  shops  because  of 
poor  attendance.  At  the  request  of  the  sChool  leaders,  the  - 
dlrector  conducted  conferences  bet'ween  the  PVO  instructors  and  the 
shop  leaders.  Ihiese  conferences  laid  bare '  Shor'tcoi'aihgs  which  ' 
prevented  the  successful  execution  of  training.  Since  then,  ' 
discipline  in  the  grbups  has  been  strengthened. 

Comrade  Batalov,  chief  of  the  PVO  school,  coriducted  a  lA- 
hour  program  of  tr-inih.g  ’id'th  a  staff  bf  leaders’  taken  from  the 
shops  and  departments.  'Fnis  permitted  the  training  of  the  entire 
collective  tb  be  better  organized,  Chiefs  of  the  shops  ^d  engineers 
often  attend  the  training,  check  on  attendance  and  the  quality  of

The  third  plenum  of  the  DOSAAF  republican  committee  of 
Tur’cnenia  took  place  in  Ashichabad, 

The  plenum  discussed  the  report  of  Comrade  P.  A.  Belov, 
secretary  of  TsK  (Tsentral'nyy  Komitet  —  Central  Committee) 

DOSAAF  of  the  USSR,  concerning  the  results  of  the  examination  of 
work  conditions  and  future  problems  of  DOSAAF  organizations  in 
the  Turlmenian  SSR  (Soviet  Socialist  Republic). 

In  the  activities  of  the  DOSAAF  republican  organization, 
it  was  noted  in  the  plenum,  there  are  a  ntmtoer  of  great  short¬ 
comings.  ■''"ork  having  to  do  with  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Society  is  getting  along  especiall3r  badly.  For  the  two  years 
elapsed  since  the  4th  DOSAAF  Congress,  republican  organizations 
increased  only  three  percent  and  on  1  January  I960  consisted  of 
only  one-third  of-the  adult  population  of  the  republic.  A  nunfoer 
of  provincial  and  a  majority  of  district  committees  were  not 
property  engaged  in  this  iraportant  work. 

Side  bjr  side  mth  the  advanced  Serakhsk  and  Fizyl-Arvatsk 
district  organizations,  where  a  majority  of  the  ^vorking  people 
are  drawn  into  the  membership  of  the  Society,  there  are  those 
organizations  which  lag  behind.  In  Ashkhabad,  for  exaraple,  only 
19  percent  of  the  adult  population  are  members  of  the  DOSAAF,  and 
in  the  J^arj’ysk  rural  district  only  about  17  percent.  Up  until 
now,  collectives  of  the  Society  have  not  been  formed  in  many  enter¬ 
prises,  construction  projects,  and  collective  farms  of  the  republic. 
It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  in  hebit-Dag  there  is  no  local  DOSAAF 
organiza.tion  in  every  fourth  enterprise. 

omen,  and  especially  those  of  local  birth,  are  attracted 
in  very  small  numbers  into  the  ranlcs  of  the  Society.  In  the 
Avshkhabad  rural  district,  only  12  percent  of  the  women  are 
included  in  the  general  membership  of  DOSAAF. 

In  the  plenum  it  was  noted  that  sports  work  in  the  DOSAAF 
organizations  had  improved  some^irhat  during  the  past  year.  In  the 
past  year  26  percent  of  the  members  of  the  Society  participated  in 
various  sports  con tests j  more  than  3^800  sportsmen  and  ten  masters 
of  sports  were  trained.  Ian;'-  sportsmen  appeared  successfully  in 
cdl-union  contests.  Among  these  were  masters  of  sports  Frolov, 
Kiyazov,  and  others. 

However,  there  are  at  the  present  time  fewer  sports  teams 
in  ihe  republic  than  local  organizations.  I'lan^’'  collective  groups 
of  ilie  Society  do  not  participate  in  district  contests. 


T!?.e  sports  skill  of  DOSA^iF  members  is  groid.ng  very  slwrly. 
Only  18  percent  of  those  who  passed  sportsnis.n  tests  ftre  nombered 
on  the  sports  teams. 

The  problem  of  the  growth' of  technical  sports  is  getting 
along. bPdly,  although  all  the  conditions  for  it  exist  in  Turkmenia. 
OxiLj'-  in  Ifebit-Dag  dP  over  500  people  have  private  motor  cycles, 
but  during  the  past  twh  years  thej’’ did  not  conduct  a  single  motor 
contest.  DOSA'.F  organizations  train  thousands  of  auto  drivers, 
motor  cyclists,  and  radio  operators;  but  only  a  few  are  occupied 
with  sports';  -  * '  '  • 

As  a  result  of  the  poor  training  of  sportsmen  and  of  the 
insufficient  attention  given  them  by  the  republic's  auto-motor  - 
club,  the  teaia  from  Tur’anenia.  occupied  one  of  the  last  places  in 
the  contests  of  the  people's  second  Spartakiad  of  the  USSR, 

Serious  shortcomings  in  the  vrork  vdth  personnel  were 
revealed  in  the  plenum!  ■  The  committee  of  the  republic' has  weakly 
investigated  the  abilities  of  the  'i'orkers;  as  a  result,  about  one- 
t  ’ird  of  the  staff  vrorkers  of ‘the  committee  and  of  the  educational 
organizations  have  been  replaced,  ■ 

Public  speakers  noted  that  in  the  republic  there  are  all 
the  resources  for  improving  mass-defense  and  sports  work.  The' 
plan  for  collection  of  membership  dues  is  improved  upon  from  year 
to  year,  ^7.is  means  that  the  people  have  becofiB  interested  in 
the  activities  of  the  Society  a.nd  want  to  have  durable  Jiis.terial 
resources  for  the  studies  of  tlie  groups  and  for  the  sports  teams. 

In  the  past  year  hundreds  of  tractor  operators  fcsr  industrial 
enterprises  and  collective  farms  were  trained  in  courses  and  in 
study  groups  of  the  local  organizations  of  the  Societ3r  without 
discontinuing  work.  Only  for  'iiie  oil  fields  of  ITebit-Dai;:  were 
100  persons  trained  in  this  trade, 

/t  tile  request  of  the  republican  trust  of  collective  farms, 
the  Ashkliabad  Hadio  Club  trained  2k  radio  operations,  •■'fho  were 
assigned  to  work  in  various  state  farms  of  the  republic,  at  the 
present  time  the  Chardzhoy  kadio  Club  is  training  90  radio  operators 
for  the  collective  farms  of  the  province. 

Comrades  Atadzhanov,  Fyrkad'yan,  Luchanskiy,  lamedov, 
I'edvedev,  and  others  who  entered  into  the  discussions  spoke  about 
ways  to  eliminate  shortcaiangs  and  to  overcome  difficulties  in 
trainin'  specialists  for  the  national  econoraj’"  and  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  technical  sports.  Comrade  Serzhpinskajra,  coach  of  the 
Ashkhabad  Shooting  Club,  spoke  of  the  needs  of  sportsmen. 

Comrade  F,  ,  Crishayenlcov,  secretar,y  of  the  TsV  of  the 
Cammunist  Part;.!"  of  Turkmenia,  appeared  at  the  plentuii.  He  noted 
that  the  growth  of  DOSAA?  iiBmbership  in  Turlonenia  still  lags 
signif icantlj'’  behind  that  of  other  republics.  There  are  not 
sufficient  auto  drivers  ajid  tractor  operators  in  the  republic. 
Because  of  this,  thousands  of  machines  stand  idle  during  tiie  busy 
season,  and  there  is  no  possibilit;*'  of  organizing  them  for  double¬ 
shift  work.  Eie  republic  is  in  dire  need  of  radio  operators  for 


coruiiiunicf.tion  betTOen  collective  farms  and  remote  cattle -raising 
c>re<?.s  and  of  divers  for  oil  tjbII  on  the  Caspian  Sea,  DOSA'F 
organizations  can  and  awst  train  these  specialists. 

CoiTirade  G-rishayenkov  emphasized  that  party  organs  will  hence¬ 
forth  render  the  most  active  aid  in  the  iiork  of  POSAAF  organizations 
and  will  strive  to  see  that  the  republic's  organization  of  the 
Society  appears  among  the  leaders  in  the  near  future. 

Also  participating  in  the  work  of  the  plenum  were  Comrade 
tanepesova,  deputy  president  of  the  council  of  Mnisters  of  the 
republic!  Comrade  Khydyrov,  secretary  of  the  Tsk  of  LKSHT 
/Turkmen  Kofflsomol/s  Comrade  ilajredov,  manager  of  a  department  of  the 
fsK  Of  the  Communist  Party  of  Turkmeniai  and  Comrade  Ovezov,  first 
secretary  of  the  Ashkhabad  city  committee. 

In  the  adopted  resolution,  the  plenum  of  the  republic's 
D05/iF  canmittee  planned  measures  for  eliminating  existing  short¬ 
comings  and  urged  the  DOSAAP  organizations  of  Turkmenia  and  all 
members  of  the  Society  to  enlist  their  efforts  in  a  decisive 
raising  of  the  level  of  mass-defense  and  sports  work. 

The  Plenum  elected  Comrade  KH,  Kadyrova  chairman  of  the 
republic's  DOSAAF  coJiu:aLttee.

This  club  went  through  the  training  year  without  flying  accidents, 
successfuilj'-  .fplfilled  the  plan  for  training  personnel,’ and  strove 
for  the  steady? improvement  of  its  students, 

The  most  important  thing  in  the  life  of  this  club  is  the 
fact  that  here  the  training  of  personnel  is  skillfully' combined 
wdth  the  developing  and  propagandizing  of  spotts. 

The  sail®  thing  also  distinguishes  other  advanced  clubs 
mentioned  by  the  presidiuiii  of  TsK  DOSA/'P.  Charrcteristic  .of  them 
is  the  sldll  to  find  the  time,  the  vigor,  and  the  aieans  to  mvk 
actively  in  masses  of  members  of  the  Society,  to  dissemiha.te  tech¬ 
nical  information,  and  to  aid  local  DOSA.AF  organizations. 

in  this  sense,  the  Sverdlovsk  Radio  Club  (F,  ’dslitsyn  is’ 
chief)  had  an  interesting  experience.  The  plan  for  instructiori 
of  personnel  was  exceeded.

Sixty— five  yoars  ago  oh  7  May  1895»  tho  great  Russian  scieh— 
tist  A.  S.  Popov  gave  mankind  its  greatest  invention  —  radio.  In 
this  historically  short  period,  radio  has  gone  through  an  enormous 
grovjth.  It  has  permanently  entered  our  lives,  has  entered  all 
bi’anches  of  the  national  eebnoiny,  science,  and  engineering. 

From  the  first  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Soviet  rule, 
the  Communist  Party  and  the  Soviet  government  have  given  great 
attention  to  radio  technics.  Through  the  initiative  of  V.  I. 

Lenin,  leader  of  the  working  people,  a  number  of  important  ireSolu- 
tions  arore  adopted  concerning  the  development  of  the  radio  in¬ 
dustry  in  the  country  and  the  construction  of  radio  stations  for 
communica.tion  and  broadcasting.  During  the  years  of  the  five- 
year  plan,  radio  factories  and  broadcasting  stations  isrere  con¬ 
strue  tedj  x/iilliorts  of  radio  receiving  sets  T\iero  turned  oiit,  and  the 
ma.ss  installation  of  radio  was  conducted  in  the  country.  At  the 
time  of  the  Groat  Patriotic" ’Tar,  radio  played  a  role  of  no  small 
Importance  in  accoirplishing  the  greatest  military  operations.  In 
the  post-war  period  Soviet  radio  techniques  have  continued  to  de¬ 
velop  and  to  be  pex-fected.  ' 

The  historic  decisions  of  the  XXI  Congress  ofthe'KPSS(Kom- 
munisticheskaya  Partiya  Sovetskogo  So3aiza  ■^—  Communist  Party  of 
the  Soviet  Union)  have  had  special  significance  for  the  grovrth 
of  radio  electronics.  In  the  yoars  of  the  seven-year  plan,  radio 
broadcasting,  television,  radio  communication,  and  telemechanics 
bocame  even  more  widespread, 

A.t  the  present  time  our  country  has  available  a  highly 
developed  and  powerful  radio-electronic  industry  capable  of  pro¬ 
ducing  in  the  shortest  time  any  modern  electronic  instruments. 

The  radio  electronic  industry  of  the  USSR  increased  20-fold  in 
just  the  ten— 3''ear  period  from  1948  1958.  Still  more  grcnTth 

will  be  achieved  during  the  years  of  the  seven-year  plan.  The 
electro-vacuum  industry  has  'grown  4»5“ioldj  the  output  of  radio 
coraponents,  4-fold;  and  that  of  semi-conductors,  10-fold. 

'  Radio  electronics  permitted  the  production  of  automatic 

electronic  high-speed  machines,  vAiich  made  possible  the  conversion 
to  automatic  production  processes,  to  the  creation  of  automa.tized 
machine  tools,  and  to  a  significant  increase  in  work  productivity. 
Finally,  the  achievements  of  Soviet  radio  electronics  permitted 
mankind  to  become  accuaintod  with  the  non-visible  side  of  the  moon 
and  to  get  to  know  the  many  secrets  of  the  cosmos.  It  was  radio 
that  made- possible  the  flights  of  the  Soviet  artificial  earth 
satellite,  the  lunar  and  multiple-stage  cosmic  rockets,  tho  receiving

Gas-fuiiiigation  Chrinber  ^

'^ther  tjpos  of  chambers  are  not  excluded;  stone,  ply/robd,  .portable  - 
boards, and  so  forth.  The  chamber  has  two  doors  (at  opposite  ends), 
which  open  outwa,rd,  and  sme  windows.  The  foundation  rises  with  a 
slope  of  5  to  .6- degrees -at  to  .sides.  On  the  bottom  of  the  found¬ 
ation,  a  wooden  floor  is  laid  bn  cross  beamis.  If  the  ground  is 
hard,  it  is  possible  to  make  out  without  a.  board  floor,  Ihc  length 
of  the  room  ispight  meters,  the  width  five,  and  the  height  two, 

Ihe  walls  of  the  chamber  are  covered  with  /(O-millii^ter 
boards j  spaces  betvreen  the  Trails  a.nd  the  founoation  are  lilled 
with  earth.  Ith  hard  ground,  the  walls  can  remain  unf. ace d.  , 

In  the  middle  of  the  room  a  ventilating  pipe  vrith  hermetic 
daepor  is  ins-tailed,  f he  ceiling  and  that  part  of  the  wall  which 
rises  above  the  level  pf  the  barth  are; cove red  with  roofing  tolite  ^ 
and  "re  sprinliled  vith  earth  and  coated  -vith  sod. 


The  Simplest  Shelter 

For  a  training  center  the  construction  of  a  dug-out  of  any  • 
type  is  recommended;  lyattled,  wodc'en  plajiked,  or  with  chopped  wood, 
tvlth  size  2-by-lO  motors.  Such  a  dug-out  can  hold  20  to  25  persons, 

The  dug-out  is  intended  for  the  practical  training  of  students 
of  the  air-defense  groups  in  the  regulations  for  collective  means 
of  defense  and  in  the  regulations  for  handling  the  population  with 
a  menacing  situation  at  ha^nd  and  according  to  'f'PVO  signals. 

In  the  training  center  there  is  also  equipped  a  slit  trench 
with  a  roof,  which  is  intended  for  demonstrating  to  the  trainees 
■the  regulations  for  us  of  shelters.  On  or  t^iro  sections  of  the  slit 
trench,  each  with  a  capacity  of  20  persons,  should  be  made  open, 

A  detailed  description  of  various  typos  of  shelters  is  given 
in  the  training  laanual  "Defense  of  the  Population  Against  f 'Modern 
Heans  of  Attack"  (DOSAAF  Publishing  House  of  the  USSR,  1958). 

Training  Ground 

A  fit  ground  5-by-lO  meters  in  size  is  intended  for  conduct¬ 
ing  practical  studies  for  the  air-defense  group  and  for  groups  of 
public  instructors  in  connecting  tidth  deconta.mination,  degassing, 
and  disinfection,  and  calso  for  practical  work  with  dosimeter  and 
other  apparatuses.  On  this  ground  it  is  also  possible  to  conduct 
practical  studies  for  other  standards  of  the  slogan  "Ready  for  PVO, " 
Stage  I,  It  is  desirable  to  sphalt  or  tamp  the  ground. 

Training  Classroom 

T-ie  cla.ssroom,  Tfhich  is  5~by-8  meters  in  size,  with  a 
capacity  of  25  to  30  persons,  is  intended  for  the  conducting 
of  theoretical  and  practical  studies  for  air  defense)  in 
particular,  ^r  stuefy  of  the  material  means  of  individual  defense, 
for  study  of  chemical  and  dosmeter  apparatuses,  and  for  study  of 
other  subjects  conducted  by  the  conversation  method. 

It  is  necessary  to  erect  a  shed  made  of  boards  over  the 
classroom  and  also  to  make  benches  and  tables  for  stud3dng. 

The  Fire  Post 

For  equipping  the  fire  post,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
wooden  pa.nel  on  v;hich  are  mounted  a  fire  extinguisher  and' fire¬ 
fighting  tools  (an  extinguisher,  a  bucket)  hydraulic  hose,  crow-- 
bars,  i^ovcls,  hooks,  and  other  articles),  a  container  with  sand, 
and  a  barrel  with  wa.ter.  Here  a  ground  is  equipped  for  practical 
studies  on  fire-prevention  themes  of  the  slogan  "Readj’^  for  PVO," 

The  size  of  the  ground  is  3-by-5  me-fcers.  It  is  desirable  to 
asphalt  the  ground, 

A  small  ■ware  house  room  is  constructed  in  the  form  of  a 
boarded  shed  or  dug-out. 

The  air-defense  training  center  is  enclosed  by  a  wire  fence 
on  single  poles  in  order  th't  foreigners  are  not  able  to  penetrate 
its  area  or  animals  stray  there,'’ 


A  broAd  nctive  public  laast  be  attracted  to  the  work  of 
constructing  training  centers,  and  the  'means  provided  by  trade 
union  organizations  must  also  be  used.
